Math major Dorcthy Simmons 
took the test in July as the exam in 
a summer session “Writing for 
Proficiency" class taught by 
English Professor Johnathan 
Price. The test, referred to as 
“porderline” by her teacher Sim- 
mons said, received a four, a failing 
mark 

Five months later, Simmons 
said she was informed by Profes- 
sor Joan Maxwell, writing 
proficiency exam co - ordinator 
that the evaluation had been 
changed to passing and Simmons 
no longer had a ‘legitimate com- 
plaint.” 

Maxweil declined to comment 
on incidents involving specific 
students 

Simmons felt that because she 
and Price had a personality con- 
flict it was unfair for her instructor 
to evaluate her exam. Price, who 
agrees there was a personality 
conflict, said he was unaware 
while reading the exam that it was 
Simmons’ essay 

An informational Writing 
Proficiency Exam handout, dis- 
tributed by the same office, reads 
“English 119 teachers do not read 
their own stud@nits’ papers.” 

Maxwell explainéd that during 
fall and spring semesters 10 to 20 
sections of English 119, “Writing 
for Proficiency,” are scheduled 
English 119 instructors always 
read the 119 exams, so there are 10

Maxwell also pointed out that 
teachers “do not see the names, so 
they don't know whose exam it is 
but if they should happen to 
recognize the wziting we ask that 
they give the exam to someone 
elise, which they always do. in fact, 
they prefer to do it that way.” 

However, during summer ses- 
sions, only one or two sections of 
English 119 are offered. so 
teachers always read their own 
Students’ essays according to 
Price and Maxwell. Maxwell said, “| 
think we're going to change the 
policy in the summer if we can get 
the money to hire a couple of 
readers to come in.She also said 
the 119 teachers “are very objec- 
tive and very fair in their grading 

Simmons, however, disagrees 
She felt that Price was “more 
concerned with content than the 
structure. He had no business be- 


really answer the question.” Price 
was unaware that the exam had 
been successfully appealed 

“| think our process is fair,” he 
explained “Dorothy didn't like 
what happened so she went to 
Joan, and it passed. In that case | 
happened to be on the losing side 
| don't mind that. | wish that Joan 
had come to me and told me why it 
passed,’ he continued 
considering that | didn't feel it 
should. But other than that, | don't 
really have any objection to it 

Simmons also stated that after 
being notified that she failed in 
July, she was not able to see her 
exam or get any information about 
it until! December Maxwell said 
this was because there were no 
regularly scheduled counseling 
appointments after May until 
December. A student cannot per 
sonally appeal exams, a counselor

The history of the Palestinian Arabs living in ts- 

rael and the occupied territories is a sad and tragic 

}one. Their past has been marred by both violence 
and bloodshed 


The Palestinians have been victims of terrorist ac 
itivittes which included the massacre of innocent 
Arab villagers Here is one example 


On October 29, 1956, a massacre took place at the 
Arab village of Kfar Kassim, kiiling 49 Arabs. The vic 
tims were villagers who were unaware that a curfew 
had been imposed on Kfar Kassim and neighboring 


villages 


The massacre was carried out by the Frontier 
Guard, which had been formed in the early 1950s to 
protect Israel's borders Details of the event were 
recorded by the Israeli military court The battalion 
commander (Shadmi) also told the unit commander 
(Melinki) that the curfew must be extremely strict 
and that strong measures must be taken to enforce 
it. It would not be enough to arrest those who broke 
it — they must be shot in explanation he said “A 
dead man is better than tne c omplications of deten 
tion 


When Melinki asked what was to happen to aman 
returning from his work outside the village, without 
knowing about the curfew, who might meet the 
Frontier Guard units at the entrance to the village 
Shadmi replied, “| don't want any sentimentality 
and “That's just too bad for him 


On that day at 4 30 p m a Frontier Guard sergeant 
informed the head of the village that a curfew was to 
oe imposed that day from 5p.m to6am the follow 
ing morning. However, about 400 villagers who 
worked outside the village were starting to leave 
work and return home at this time So many were not 
informed about the curfew and the fatal conse

An excerpt from the Israeli military court 
transcript details the killing a third lorry (truck) 
arrived, Carrying four menand 14 women aged 12to 
66 years, on their way to Kfar Kassim 


The lorry stopped in the road that passes nearthe 
school, whereupon the first soldier ordered the 
driver and the passengers to get out. The driver 
hooked the steps on to the back of the lorry, and said 
to the women. "Get out, sisters, and have your iden- 
tity cards ready.’ The women had already seen the 
dead bodies of people from their village as the lorry 
turned the bend, and started imploring the soldier in 
command to let them stay in the bus. But he took no 
notice of the identity cards or of the women’s en- 
treaties, and insisted on their getting out As soon as 
the fourteen women and four men had got down 
from the lorry he ordered the other soldiers who had 
by then joined him to fire They obeyed and con- 
tinued firing until seventeen of the total of eighteen 
persons were killed 


Eleven Frontier Guard officers and soidiers were 
brought to trial for “carrying out illegal orders.” 
Their sentences ranged from eight to seventeen 
years imprisonment. However, they were im- 
prisoned only a short time the last man was 
released at the beginning of 1960, about three anda 
half years after the massacre 


Thus violence and bloodshed Nas made the 
Palestinian Arabs afraid to live in their own homes 
and villages. They have become Strangers in their 
own land

The Hornet women’s track team swept into first place in the Golden

Vonna and her husband, Ron. are both licensed 
and trained balioon pilots who jointly own and 
operate the River City Balioon Company. which they 
operate out of Cameron Park They began bailioon- 
ing @ Couple of years ago and have each acquired 
several hundred hours aloft 
Last year Donna placed second in a field of 400 
entries in the Albuquerque, New Mexico Hare - and 
Hound Competition The competition consists of 
participants who operate their crafts to chase one 
balioon The object is to land as close as possibile to 
the "X" on the ground near the first baiioon's landing 
site, thus the name “Hare - and - Hound.” The closest 
balloon landed 169 feet from the "xX" prior to Donna's 
attempt Donna maneuvered her craft to within 39 
feet of the target With minutes remaining in the 
competition, another balloon landed three feet 
shorter than Donne's effort 


Ihe Abernathy’s balloon, moored at CSUS’s 
University Union lawn, can carry four average - sized 
adults. including the pilot The direction of fight is 
contratied by changing altitude tc find the most 
suitable winds for the direction desied The winds 
are not always favorable. They weren't during the 
free balloon rides on Friday. The rides were 
suspended because the gusting winds proved to be 
too much for Donne 

But @ few lucky ones received an uplifting ex- 


perience, as they were lofted into the air in the 
balloon
